The Helicopter. 


Some time ago the Air Ministry offered 
a prize of £50,000 for a flying machine 
which would fulfil certain conditions. In 
addition to the powers of the existing 
aeroplane, it must be able to rise and 
descend perpendicularly and to' remain 
stationary—to “hover’’—for half-an-hour 
in a wind of twenty miles an hour, Such 
a machine, of course, would revolutionise 
flying and the art of war.

French Imports. 

The figures for France’s export and im- 
port trade during the first quarter of this 
vear contain some interesting features. 
In the first place; imports have suffered 
a considerable reduction as compared. with 
the imports for the first three months oi 
last year. The decrease is true not only 
in. regard to the total volume of the im- 
port trade, but in regard to the imports 
of particular countries. . France has 
bouahs less goods from England, Ger- 
many, America, Belgium, - Switzerland, 


The amount. of 
the total decline may be estimated from 
the fact that imports from England have 
dyopped in value during the year 1921- 


francs. On the other hand, the export 
trade shows some improvement. 
the case of Germany, however, it has de- 
creased, probably as a result of the pay- 
ment of reparations. Broadly, it: might 
be said that, while France s production is 
improving, so that she is left with a foreign 
credit after paying for all her imports, 
her inability t6 purchase foreign goods 
indicates a. certain. loss in general 
prosperity. 


Dangerous Schools. 

The most dangerous activities of Bol- 
shevism are being carried on among the 
young. In a recent pamphlet the National 
Political League describes the efforts of 
British revolutionaries in this direc- 
tion. Already the proletarian schools 
in Great Britain are said to number 
hundreds, and in them the tenets of 
communism are taught assiduously. The 
plastic minds of the children are corrupted 
with attractive doctrines, and within the 
last three years blasphemy and class-war- 
fare have been preached with a large 
measure of success. The principal objects 
of attack are patriotism and religion. 
Patriotism is he great obstacle in. the 
way of internationalism, these Bolsheviks 
say; while religion is the weapon of the 
capitalist with which the workers are 
taught the lessons of humility and self- 
effacement. There can be little doubt 
that these schools constitute a national 
danger of the most insidious kind,

A question that has for a long time exercised 
the economists of the Church is the Union of 
the Theological Department of . the M‘Crae- 
Magee College and the Divinity Schoo! in Bel- 
fast. The problem has now been solved. Fifth 
and sixth-year students are henceforth to re- 
ceive their training in Belfast, while classes 
for fourth-year eis are to be continued in 
both colleges, Professors David Smith and F. 
J. Paul are to be transferred to. Belfast, and 
there is a considerable re-arrangement of 
chairs and courses of study. 

This happy fesult is a tribute to the unselfish 

churchmanship of Derry Presbyterians, and is 
in part a consequence of the efficiency and 
economy movement now so influential in the 
Irish Presbyterian Church. The Assembly’s 
College, Belfast, will now be splendidly staffed, 
and the course of study is thoroughly up-to-date. 
Unhappily the falling-off in theological students, 
which ts‘so marked in England and Scotland in 
all’ the Churches, is no less evident in 
Ireland, and is causing ‘much anxiety. 
_ More than one speaker advocated the estab- 
lishment of a fund to uid promising young men 
through their college course, who without such 
assistance might be, fomipelled, to give up their 
jdeal of service of the Church in the ministry.

EMIGRANT. 


Has any poet or philosopher yet devoted his 
attention to the railway junction? Are our 
novelists awake to the strange dramas and the 
varying psychologies of those who meditate an 
hour, or half a night, in the waiting-room 
until the home-town train whistlés in? 

These questions occur to me at Crewe at 3,30 
a.m. on this raw morning. It has been a queer 
journey, this time, from Ireland.

There again the monosyllable is severe. We 
know what it means. Those two hefty fellows 
will get out at Chester, where they will ask for 
advice at a certain office set up to help their 
class. 

But that is drifting away from the subject 
of junctions. A man leans across the Crewe 
waiting-room table and looks at me. “I never 
think much of my home,” he says, “til! I 
find myself homeless at a junction in the night.” 
“A home is everything,”’ I reply, a little 
shamefacedly. 1 remember those interminable 
lodging-houses; this bachelor's progress is a flat 
and dreary business, I begin to feel. ‘It is as 
if one lived at junctions all one's life and 
never took the main line train to a real rounded 
existence. 

So again I ask myself: ' Why do not those 
Abbey fheatre realists come and spend a night 
at Crewe anndst the changeling travellers, or 
half a day at Maliow even, and explore the 
faces and the postures of the train-wrecked 
folk ?”’ 

There are many problems fer them. That 
man in the corner with a chunk of chewing- 
gum between his teeth and U.S.A. writien all 
over his prosperity, what does he thing of Krin 
now as he waits for the Killarney train thirty 
ve vs after his first ungainly exit in the bad, 
old emigrant days? This other, a woman with 
three small children all crying and colliding, 
how will she relish the life in Birmingham 
where her husband has preee‘led her to refound 
the home that had been rua d in Clare? 

The railway companies are as slow to recog- 
nise the junction as the dramatists. In a 
hotel or a pieture gallery there is a visitors’ 
book for signatures and comments, You can 
read jittle entries that reveal, in a flash, the 
vanities of the writers. Why is there not at 
every junction a visitors’ book, too? To-night 


write down such simple phrases as would reveal 
hal* the history of an epoch in Ireland to later 
casual students of history. 

For it is a strange world, surely, every day 
Ireland, and many of us on the run 
round it or out of it conid, mavbe, tell a tale 
or two as we wait at an English junction in the 
night.

Little did the mgenuous 
spectators suspect that they were assisting at 
the birth of a new age. The aether a.e was 
dawning, and now Marconi’s sun is high in the 
heavens. His name is a household one, and his 
inventions have saved countless lives. And yet 
the Marconiphone, the latest product of his 
bram, has captured the ears of the 
world without exciting more than a ripple of 
curiosity in Ireland. Possibly our political 
waters have been too disturbed of Jate to 
reflect the coming of the new electric wave. 
Marconiphoning is the seque! to the system, 
started some years ago bv the Marconi Com- 
pany, of broadcasting news by wireless to ships 
at sea. Neither knowledge of the apparatus 
nor of the imtricacies of the Morse Code 1s 
necessary. The receiver, which can be pur- 
chased at a cost of from £6 to £40, dependent 
on your distance from the broadcasting station 
is fool-proof, and can be worked by the man in 
the street. It is a simple instrument, much 
hike the cabinet gramaphone.

The result has been 
that with several stations operating at the same 
time on similar wave-lengths subscribers have 
been treated to programmes of a very mixed 
nature.

prohibition. The unfortunate subscriber who 
was listening to a mixture of the three must 
have thought that the leeture on prohibition 
was wasted on the broadcaster.

AMERICAN BRANDS. 

Betore the war cheap whiskey worked great 
havoc im this country. It could be sold in un- 
limited quantities even if it was only a woek old. 
Artificially coloured with caramel or burnt su. ar 
it masqueraded as “Fine Old Scotch” “or 
* Best Old Irish" or other fancy names. This 
new spirit produced imtoxication and ‘physical 
debility in a greater degree than matured spirit. 
lt produced a quarrelsome drunkenness. 

However. now that the Government insists on 
all spirits being at least three years old before 
they are permitted to leave official custody, the 
consumer can rest assured that whatever else 
may be said the whiskey on sale is certainly 
not immature spirit 

But there is nothing to prevent retailers from 
selling say 2 whiskey as ““Beotch ' or 

Irish.'' uring the past two years large 
quantities of American whiskey were imported. 
Yet this “whiskey” is not stocked. by the 
majority of retailers. They know absolutely 
nothing about it! What has happened to it? 
Í am afraid that most of it has been blended 
with home-made whiskey. and sold as the 
yenuine produce of Seotch and Irish distilleries. 

The authorities must have discovered. this 
dodge, hecause spirit dealers are now required 
to describe all the branda correctly when send- 
ing supplies to the retailers, But what steps 
are being taken to compel the retailers to be 
honest With their customers? When ap- 
proached om this matter the Board of Customs 
and Excise stated that “ the question of the sale 
of mixtures under the denomination of 
Scotch’ or ‘Irish’ whiskey would be one for 
the Local Government Board under the Food 
and Drugs Acts.”

THREATENING LETTER FROM

LORD FRENCH 'S NEW TITLE. 
The Times states, im reference to Lord 
French’s new title of Earl of Ypres, which was 
gazetted las, night:—Although i is customary 
for naval and military commanders to associat: 
the places of their victories with the peerages 
conferred on them. as, for instance, '“ Napier 
of Magdala,” ‘Gough of Ching, Kangfoo, and 
of Maharajpore and the Sutlej,’’ and “ Roberts 
of Kandahar,” it is very unusual for a place 
in a foreign country to be taken as the title 
itself. 

The first example is probably Admiral! Russell, 
who, im 1697, was created Viscount Barfleur (and 
Earl of Oxford), in commemoration of his vic 
tory at Barfleur. The only other examples to 
be found are those of Admiral Jervis, created 
Viscount St. Vincent and Earl St. Vincent in 
1797 and 1801; the Duke of Wellington created 
aron Douro and Marquess Douro in 1809 and 
1814, and the second Viscount Duncan created 
Earl of Camperdown in 1831.

REV. FATHER FINLAY ON 
LIBERTY. 


Congress was opened 
, yesterday. EC 


arranged the social side of the gathering on a 
Eenerous scale. 

The visitors were entertained at a social re- 
union on Monday evening in the -Courthouse, 
and it proved a very enjoyable opening fune- 
tion. 

At yesterday's sitting of the Congress, 

The Mayor (Alderman Drohan). speaking in 
Irish, bade the delegates welcome. He said 
that the Congress would be another link in 
the history of their town, because it would be 
the first held under the new conditions in Ire- 
land. Their recommendations and decisions 
would get a more sympathetic hearing than in 
the past. They knew the great bearing that 
technical education would have on the future 
prosperity of their country: they knew that 
without technical education their country would 
be left behind. 

Up to the present he thought that technical 
education in Treland had not been worth talk- 
ing much about, because, in the first place, 
there had not been sufficient funds to earry on 
proper schemes. So far as he saw in Clonmel. 
the school had to depend upon grants, and if 
they did not get a sufficient number of pupils 
to go in for certain subjects they did not get 
sufficient money to carry on the work. Fhe 
success of technical education depended 
finance. 

Now that they had their own Government, 
he hoped that education would not be starved, 
as it had in the past. He hoped that the 
system of education that would be prepared or 
improved would be such as would fit the coming 
youth to take their place in Ireland, and make 
it, as least, as good as any other country in 
the world. 


“THE SOUL OF IRELAND.” 


The Rev. T. A. Finlay, S.J., said that the 
basis upon which the life of the people rested 
was their industry. They sometimes heard 
enthusiasis talk eloquently of “ the soul of Ire- 
land,”’ and they asserted that the development 
of the spiritual entity should be their first con- 
cern. These people forgot that in our mun- 
dane economy the soul neéded a body in which 
to rest; and, further, that till the 
body had attained considerable de- 
velopment the soul could’ not exercise 
its higher functions. He therefore maintained 
that im training the youth of the country for 
the industry which would create its wealth they 
were ministering to the country’s primary 
needs, and that the progress of a nation in 
higher spheres was essentially dependent on the 
resulte of such efforts. 

The period of conflict through which the 
country had passed and from which she had 
not yet emerged had left her trade dislocated 
and industries crippled, and had created a 
welter of social and political animosities which 
could not fail to affect our economic energies. 
That Congress represented a field of public ser- 
vice into whieh party animosities had not pene- 
trated, and in which mutual belpfulnmess and 
devotion to the common needs had not lost 
their efficacy. 

He recommended that the teachers should, in 
addition to giving instruction in manual crafts 
and business methods, carry on the teaching 
of languages as a vehicle of general knowledge, 
and consequently as an implement of culture. 
Following the recent changes in their politica] 
status, they were promi a Constitution 
under which the young people of both sexes 
would be called upon to pronounce on the 
grave question of Govermment policy. It would 
seem essential to the national welfare that they 
should be educated to think soberly and sanely 
on these high issues. Without such education 
they would be unable to form an independent 
judgment, and would take their views from the 
politician who appealed most plausibly to their 
prejudices.

*““OWNER’S RISK.”’

Six,—It seems to me there must be a mis- 
apprehension in regard to the decision, which, 
in your issue of to-day, is stated to have been 
come to by the English railway companies. 
Such a course would be wholly illegal, having 
regard to the Seventh Section of the Railway 
and Canal Traffic Act, 1854, which by subsequent 
Acts has been extended to sea transit. 

Railway companies cannot evade their 
liability as common carriers except by having 
two rates—one the ordinary, which must be a 
reasonable rate, and the other the owner's risk 
rate, which has to be less than the former. 
Should a consignor in England be informed 
that the railway company only carried to Bel- 
fast at hie risk. all he has to do is to forward 
the traffic, and, if the goods are est or 
damaged, make a claim which the company will 
have to pay, as they will have no valid dc: fence. 
A railway company, however, has the same pro- 
tection as any carrier has under the common 
aw and the Carriers Act, 1830: and it is
